ica than Cuba could afford to. W ith­ 
out the American 
market, 
Japanese 
industry would wither in half a year, 
and in case of a long war, that coun­ 
try would be set back almost beyond 
recovery. Japan is a doughty little

but ably governed. 
The Japanese are
